They mais be paantcd anytime fron September lst until thse ground freegos, but 
the October Pind ine gives tho bulb a chanco to make roots that anchor it against 
a possic Le. frost hoaves 

EF: “ent pulbds six or more inches deep and at least six inches apart each way. 

Use Sone ae for fortilizor, mixing it in the bottom soil. Do not uso fresh 
manure of any kind, 

Pick the bi abe before they drop. Fallen petals in the axils of the foliage 
may cause tho fire disease, the only disease known to attack tulips. 

If at alt possibtlo, plant tulips where there is littlo dangor from field nice. 
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
